1. Claims 1-13 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish an SRAM memory cell which includes a gate-gate electrode layer, a second gate-gate 
electrode layer, a first drain-drain wiring layer, a second drain-drain wiring layer, a first drain- 
gate wiring layer and a second drain-gate wiring layer where the first drain-gate wiring layer and 
an upper layer and a lower layer of the second drain-gate wiring layer are located in different 
layers and the upper layer is provided either above either an n-type well region or a p-type well 
region.
